and for bis services ho ^uu a commission 
oil all tho opium lie causes to bo delivered 
to what ore known as the weighing sta- 
tions. 


"The opium gathering begins in January 


or February. 
The poppy flowers Lava 


then given away to the seed pods, which 
are lanced in tho afternoon. 
Tho thick 


gum, tho opium, exudes from the cut madu 
in the pod, and at daylight tho next morn- 
ing tho entire fimHIy oC a ratal are astir in 
tho fields, scraping the opium from tho 
pods, tho incisions being carefully closed 
again, by rubbing thu finger sharply up 
and down on tbe cuts, "which glues thorn 
shut. If carefully treated tho pods trill 
expand liberally to six lancings.** The 
opium is at first placed in brass x-e-ssels, 
and the dew that may adhere to it is 
drained ofl*. Then it is kneaded liko dough 
until it is at the proper consistency, whoa 
it is packed in new eartbon jars and is 
ready to be carried to the weighing sta- 
tions. 


•'The order to fetch in tho year's crop of 


opium i-i generally given early in April, 
and that is the most interesting1 season of 
tho year to the rtnat and his family. Each 
farmer is notified that on a certain day he 
must bo nt tbe weighing station of his dis- 
trict for tha testing and weighing. 
An 


entire village., men, women, and children, 
join in joyous procession when this notice 
is received, and, laden with tho jars of 
opium, start for tho destination. They 
travel only at night, as the heat of tho sun 
is so great at that season 01; tho year that 
the journey would lm nn en durable. All 
day thoy lounge in thu 'groves and shady 
lanes, feasting and joining in various 
recreations. These wayside camps of tho 
opium villages aro picturesque sights to tho 
traveler through those provinces. When o. 
group arrive at 
tbe weighing station 


thoy arc ranpjod in long linos before the 
examiner, who examines the. opium ot 
each ono and marks tbo quality 
and 


weight of each j»r with a pioce of chalk on 
tbe side of tho jar. 
Tho examiners are ex- 


perts, nnd can tell by the f.eelin£ "whether 
a sample of opium is udultsrated, but-they 
put it to chemical tests as well. After tho 
opium.is all weighed and tested the differ- 
ent f armors receivo the amount their yield 
entitles them to, less tho Government nd- 
vanues, and the gay procession takes up 
its march for home. Tlio opium is for- 
warded to Calcutta in boxes known as 
opium chests, and tbo insidious drug is 
ready to be sent ou its mission of blessing 
to many and of misery to many more."

Neither should it be kept In sleeping 
rooms, or thoso constantly inhabited. It 
should bo remembered that nothing so 
readily [collects and preserves filth of all 
kinds, as milk. Cow's milk, to fitted for 
food for young infants, must bo diluted, 
from ona-third to one-half, and slightly 
sweetened and saltod. 
For diluting milk barley water is nmch 


better than puro water, acting botb as a 
diluent and as a food. It may be prepared 
byboiliBKatablespoonful of ground bar- 
ley ia a pint o£ water for fifteen minutes 
and carefully straining through a cloth. 
It is much batter to buy tho whole barley, 
which may be sufficiently ground in an 
ordinary coffee mill. The proportion of 
barley water to bo added will depend on 
tho ago of tbe child.

Thia food must ba given at regular inter- 


vals, and to young infants should bo ad- 
ministered blood warm, through a nursing 
bottla. A plain bottlo of small size should 
bo usod, with a nippor, avoiding long rub- 
ber tubos, and bottlo and nipple must ba 
kept scrupulously clean. 
Preparo enough, milk for ono meal, and ii 


any remains after f eodinfr, empty at once 
and thoroughly scald tho bottlo and nip 
pic. 1£ tho cbild thrives and gales woight 
on this diet, nothing else should bo given 
it for food for tho first six or seven months 


Children from nino to ten months of ag« 


may be allowed a graater variety of food 
but milk should still form an important 
part of their diet.^.
